1. Claims 7-8,14-15,19-20 and 23 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art shows a 
stator comprising: coil finger plate having a base portion which defines a stator coil slot 
bottom and a distal end portion on at least one finger. Prior art also shows, a first and 
second slot wedges each overlie a corresponding one end portions of the first finger an 
the second stator coil slots. Wherein the first and second space - apart wedge lands 
are formed in the support plate. Prior art also show, the first wedge land for the first 
wedge being formed in a distal end portion of at least one finger of the coil support 
finger plate extending between end portions of the first and second stator coil slots and 
a second wedge land for the second wedge being formed in the distal end portion of the 
same at least one finger coil support plate for the purpose of supporting the coils. 
Prior art also shows, a plurality of laminations having a plurality of spaced-apart stator 
coils slots, and a coil support fingerplate (raidally supports the slot contents) positioned 
at an end portion of the plurality of stator coil slots. The coil slot fingers plate has a base 
and a plurality of fingers extending outwardly from the base between the plurality of 
space apart stator coil slots. The base includes a stator slot contents portion positioned 
to underlie end portions of the stator coil slot contents and to support the end portions of 
the stator slot contents so that the stator slot contents support portion defines a stator 
slot bottom at the coil support plate.

However, prior art fails to shows a pair of fingers of the plurality of fingers of the coil 
support finger plate each extend outwardly between an adjacent pair of end portions of 
the plurality of spaced-apart stator coil slots. Prior art also fails to show at least one 
finger having medial portions; which extends along side peripheries of only one of the 
end of the first and second stator coil slots.
